Road to the Sky 


Spring on the Mount Washington Summit The Summit Road from above the tree line. 
Road often looks like this—taken in 1957. The road will be 100 years old in August. 


O THOSE OF US WHO ARE MORE OR LESS CALM ABOUT 

reading headlines that have to do with men and monkeys taking off for 
the moon, a road that rises some 4,700 feet with an average grade of 

12 per cent may not seem a staggering project, 

but a hundred years ago it was considered quite an enterprise 

And so it was. Men and horses carried every bit of material, 

in those pre-bulldozer days, and like an army of ants they busily shuttled 
up and down the forbidding Slopes to create the Mount Washington 
Summit Road. Eight miles long and eight years in the making, 

the Mount Washington Carriage Road, as it was originally called, 
celebrates its hundredth birthday in August of this year and, 

difficult as it is to imagine our highest New England peak without benefit 
of the Summit Road,it is still surprising to realize that 

it's been around for a full century 

Its history has a familiar ring, playing the old tune of “financial difficulties.”

fbout 1855 an elaborate hotel on Mt. Washington's summit as well as omnibus-typé 
carriages (described on the next page) were planned as shown in this old line drawing 


The Mount Washington Road Company was charte red July 1, 

with a capital of $50,000 and surveys were begun at once 

for the road which was at first contracted at a price of $8,000 a mil 

In 1856 the capital of the Company was increased, 

but in 1857 the financial difficulties took over and work stopped for a while 
with the road reaching a point just beyond the halfway house 

This was then called “The Ledge” and is now known as “The Horn, 
and is located about four miles from the Glen House. 

In 1858 the legislature extended the time of completion to August 1, 1861, 
which was a mere week before the formal opening of the Road 

In the early part of the year, a Boston newspaper reported 

on the progress of the project: 

“The Mount Washington Road ¢ ompany is now pushing the work of 


grading up the mountain as rapidly as possible. Between two and

W HEN yol CLOSE YOUR EYES AND 


think of the kitchens of long ago, of thre 
tender and buxem and bustling women 
who made as many mysterious moves as 
a priestess in a temple, of the flavorous
